1, On 22 and 23 October 1951, 6?0 Chinese Communist troops with 20 small 
ar tiller y pieces left Ich'ang for Chungking on the MIN T'AI (ft jfc ) 
and the MIN CH‘UAN (ft. M )» These troops and artillery pieces had 
arrived in Ich «ang from Hankow around 20 October. 

2. In late October a military sub-district command of the Szechuan Military 
District was at Vfenchiang (103-50, 30-1*2). 

3» In early October a military sub-district command of the Hunan Military 
District was at Lingling (111-32, 26-15). 

Jj. In early October an arsenal of the Hupeh Military District was at Fan- 
ch'eng (112-Oli, 32-02). 

5. In early October the Hupeh Military District Command ordered the military 
sub-district command at Hsiangyang (112-01*, 32-01) to submit Immediately 
a roster of aLl troops of that command and to indicate those available 
for transfer. 
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
